Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Euro-Max Four Swedish Meatballs 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick contains images and text which promote and support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. One young girl is depicted on the cover with her breast exposed. 

She is described as a schoolgirl, with reference to her and one other girl’s virginity. The video slick 
also contains photographs from the related video recording which depict the two young girls 
involved in sexual activity including fellatio, vaginal intercourse and anal intercourse. 

The Classification Office is of the view that the video slick promotes and supports the exploitation 
of young persons for sexual purposes and if the video slick were submitted to the Classification 
Office under s13(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 it would be 
classified as objectionable. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in classifying the video slick. The 
Classification Office is of the opinion that not approving the video slick is a justifiable limit on the 
freedom of expression that is prescribed by law given the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes.
